The rationing of gasoline is useful 
from that angle, as it has the abso! 
lute effect of reducing the demands | 
on tires through curtailment of mile | 
age. . 

Under present circumstances, the 
motorist who adopts a policy of con 
serving gasoline is at the same time 
conserving tires, It has been suggest 
ed that the civilian drivers will have 
to deperid on the present tires on cars 
from the duration of the war, or for 
at least two years, which means that 
they must curtail their mileage con 
siderable compared with peacetime 
years, 

This means that pleasure driving 
will be curtailed under a tire conser 
vation system. 

That is important in itself, because 
the demands of civilian business and 
its relation to wartime requirements 
must be fully recognized, having prior 
claims on fuel and tire supplies, { 

Minimum use of cars for pleasure 
purposes ig essential if this country 
is to maintain its civil economy, on 
which its war effort depends to such 
a great extent, | 

The individual car owner has the | 
responsibility of making the best pos | 
sible use of his tire supply, while 
the same time recognizing the need of 
conservation to help win the war.

Overseas Parcels 
Should Be Varied 


“Keep Them Small But Keep Them 
Coming” Soldiers Urge. 

Men and women in the Canadian 
Services overseas welcome parcels 
from home not because their rations 
aren’t adequate, but like other mail, 
for their morale value, 

“Keep them small, but keep them 
coming,” is the theme of many let 
ters arriving from the United King 
dom. 

What to send? Home-made sweets 
are fine, but you'll have to take the 
necessary, sugar from your ration; 
(Canadian troops overseas are allow 
ed a sugar ration of 14 oz, a week), 
Hard cookies, short breads, hermits 
and fruits breads and cakes are fav 
orites, 

If you send home-made candy, pour 
it directly into a cardboard or tin 
container lined with waxed paper, | 
Don‘t cut in pieces, ‘It travels better 
whole. . 

Send notepaper, pencils, packs of 
cards, tooth paste, razor blades, cig 
arettes, tobacco, handkerchiefs, socks 
chocolate bara, toffee, fudge, butter- 
scotch, lifesavers and chewing gum, 
The last two items make good chink 
fillers between packages ag do hand 
kerchief tissues, 

Wrap foods carefully. In packing 
cookies, line the box with waxed pap 
er and put a thin cardboard between 
each layer, Place less perishable 
kinds at the bottom. 

Use sturdy lightweight container 
and stout wrapping paper and wrap 
or tie all parcels securely, Remem 
ber the 11-lb, maximum, A lot of 
goodness and variety can be packed 
into a 6-lb, parcel, 

‘By eating fresh fruits and vege- 
tables when they are in season, can 
ned, dried and preserved products can 
be saved. for when fresh foods are 
scarce .

PREVENT NATURAL SWARMING 


Swarming is the bees method of 
making increase, but if allowed it /is 
at the expense of the honey crop 
is always accompanied with the 
sible loss of the bees them 

Since swarming usually otcurs 
prior to or during the gathering of 
the main honey crop and as 
mum honey production should be 
aim of every beekeeper it is import 
ant that the swarming instinct be sup 
pressed by every means possible, says 
C. B, Gooderham, Dominion Apiarist 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

One method which has proved effic 
ient is to separate the queen and 
brood, but retaining both. within the 
same hive. 
known as the Demaree plan and con 
sists of nothing more than raising 
all combs containing brood from the 
brood chamber to a super on top of 
the colony and leaving the queen 
below on a new set of empty combs. 

During the early summer, shortly 
before the main honey flow commenc 
es, apply the treatment to all strong 
colonies as a measure for suppres 
sing the instinct, First find the 
comb on which the queen is working 
and set it aside and then take out 
all combs containing eggs and brood 
and put them in a super. Replace 
the moved combs with a new set of 
empty ones, and transfer the queen 
to.them, Place a queen excluder over 
the chamber now containing ° the 
queen and on top of the excluder put 
a honey super and on top of it set 
the super containing the brood, The 
colony is now at least three stories 
high; the lower story contains the 
queen, the second is for the storage 
of -honey, while the third contains 
the brood, thus the colony is in a 
condition similar to that of a newly 
hived swarm, 

On the seventh day after treatment 
examine the raised brood combs care 
fully and destroy all queen cells that 
may have been started, 

The plan is algo successful when ap 
plied to-.colonies that already have 
made preparations for swarming. The 
only difference in procedure ig that 
all queen cells must be destroyed at 
the time the brood is raised and a- 
gain seven days later, 

While the plan outlined is highly 
recommended as a swarm preventa 
tive measure it is necessary to point 
out that by itself it is of little value 
in so far ag the ultimate honeycrop 
is concerned, unless preceded and fol 
lowed by other efficient management.

EGGS ARE IMPORTANT 
ON SUMMER

| Highly Nutritive and Easy to Digest 


Because eggs are highly nutritive 
and easy to digest, they should play 
an important role in the summer diet. 

Eggs contain valuable food ele- 
ments necessary to health,—protein, 
fat, ‘iron, phosphorous, calcium and 
vitamine A and D, according to Con 
sumer Section, Department of Agri- 
culture, 

When boiling or baking eggs, use 
slow heat so that the whites will not 
become tough and unpalatable. To 
boil, have water at boiling point when 
eggs are put in, then lower heat or 
remove from the -hotter part of the 
stove. 

For a main course summer dish 
serve omelet, Its good plain, or with 
tart jelly, Spanish sauce, mushrooms 
grated cheese, creamed chicken or 
ham, Try a cheese souffle, or instead 
of cheese, add finely chopped cooked 
vegetables, flaked fish ot minced 
chicken. Another welcome dish. con 
sists of eggs baked in nests of cream 
ed potato en casserole, ; 

Ege yolks, if unbroken, may be pre 
served by covering with cold water 
and keeping in a cool place. If brok 
en, they may be beaten together and 
covered tightly without hte addition 
of water, Egg whites, if covered and 
chilled, will keep for some time, 

Sunburn is among the dangerous 
seasonal ailments according to indus 
trial medicine authorities who state 
that during summer months it causes 
a greater loss of working time than 
any other ailment. Dr, Gordon Bates, 
General Director of the Health 
League of Canada warns, This year 
the urgency for wartime production 
in Canada’s industries and farms, med 
ical men suggest that people should 
be on guard against excessivce ex- 
posure, especially on week end out 
ings and picnics, 

For those who are moderately sun 
burned, medical men, suggest use of 
tannic acid jelly preparation of appli 
cation of tannic acid solution in packs 
to burned parts. This can be used 
liberally and is an _ inexpensive 
remedy, Solutions should. be used 
while still fresh or prepared with dis 
tilled or sterile water. 

Physicians warn against the use of 
grease, especially in badly burned 
cases, because in case of infection 
the doctor must first remove the 
grease, a process which, miay be pain 
ful to the patient. 


It also seems certain that there 
will soon be ingufficient freight cars 
to transport coal from the mines to 
prairie points, -Coal miners and 
freight cars are, however, available 
now and so my earnest advice to far 
mers who depend upon ¢oal for heat 
ing their homes is to order their coal

MILITARY KHAKI 
PRODUCED FROM MIXTURE 


Five bright hued wools are now 
blended together to produce’ the 
earthy color of khaki first widely 
used in South Africa for the uniforms 
of the British Army. 

In peace time the process was 4 
secret belonging to the West Riding 
of Yorkshire where the heavy wool 
len industry first discovered how to 
blend wools of six colors into khaki 
thread: But today the West Riding 
shares ite secret with all other wool 
spinning areas in the United’ King 
dom so that the whole industry can 
go ahead with the colossal job of 
putting the troops into uniform, 

The blending is now standardized 
and ‘the number of colors reduced by 
one. The correct proportions of blue 
yellow, brown red and mauve wools 
are torn up by huge combs which sep 
arate, mix and blend them, Gradually 
each color begins to lose its indentity

This blending process gives an ev 
ener and more lasting result than 
dyeing the cloth in the piece as was 
done in the early days, In the war 
of 1914-18 the difficulties or ,replac- 
ing dyes formerly imported from Ger 
many produced colors which varied 
in different parts of the country from 
almost grass green to dark brown, 
Today color charts and Ministry of 
Supply specifications result in every 
mill weaving exactly the same shade 
and each piece of khaki must be care 
fully inspected before being: passed 
out,
